Specify Each Crime, 
Allies Are Told.

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—Germany in- 
tends to prosecute vigorously’ every 
man on the extradition list against 
whom there is prima facie evidence of 
the commission. of crime. But Ger- 
many has no intention whatever of 
instituting proceedings against Gen. 
von Hindenburg, Bethmann-Hollweg, 
and other leaders unless the charges 
specify individual crimes. 

Following the session of the cabinet 
which considered the last note of the 
allies Eugene Schiffer, minister of jus- 
tice, left no doubt regarding this. 

He said Germany was determined to 
hasten as much as possible, but that 
the difficulty of locating witnesses, 
some of whom are in distant colonies, 
forced delay. 


Special Law Enacted. 

“For the prosecution of crimes of 
war the national assembly enacted a 
special] law last December, which 
passed unanimously,” he said. “We 
already have begun work on all the 
cases which have been brought to our

“Generals who conducted battles in 
the course of which people were killed 
and places devastated or property 
otherwise destroyed for strategicgl rea- 
sons and not criminal purposes aré not 
criminals. The German law also says 
a man is not responsible for acts com- 
mitted in conformity with orders of 
his superior. The subordinate is only 
responsible if he exceeds the orders or 
executes them knowing them to be a 
violation of civil or criminal law. 

“Do Not Fear Daylight.” 

“We have no cause to fear the full 
daylight. I cannot tell how long the 
trials will take probably a long time, 
for many cases involve a long hunt for 
witnesses, some of whom ar@ in dis- 
tant countries. But we will do every- 
thing we can to accelerate the investi- 
gations. 

.“Our speed depends on the speed 
with which the interallied council 
sends necessary materials. The de- 
fendants against whom evidence is 
ready will be tried very soon, possibly 
inside of a few weeks.”

- The American Legion is developing its political 


imfluence specifically in two irections. One is 

for payments from the national treasury to men 
,who served. The other is for universal military 
“raining. 

A man who served and who is deprived of abil- 
dty to support himself because of his service ought 

to be repaid by the government. A man who finds 
hig ability impaired, by the loss of hand or foot 
or by other permanent injury, ought to be com- 
pensatea. If it were possible the compensation 
‘Ought to reimburse him equitably for what he has 
lost in life. This is as little as the nation served 
uld do, 

_ Men who served and who are back in civil life 
with no other injury than the loss of time might 
hook at the question in another light. They gave 
up much that was valuable to them. They risked 
Wanger and they suffered hardships, but they are 

ack, and their ability to support themselves and 
c ntinue in life is not vitally disturbed. 

f Some of them lost advances. They lost oppor- 

(funities by being taken away from civil life. 

‘But they have a consciousness of service which is 

favaluable. They had experiences and they have 
memories and not the least important asset in life 
ig The memory of a real service well done. 

The Legion backs universal military service. 
Mne of, if not the chief of, congressional argu- 
\Ments against this needed military policy is that 
it is too expensive. The nation cannot afford 
it. This argument is false, but it makes an im- 
yeression. 
\ Congressmen say that the nation will not need 
to train an army for the next tem years because 
oF that period it will have ex-service men who can 
‘be relied upon in time of danger. That is the 
nation, seeking to save money, relies upon the A. 
3%. F. to come to the front again. : 

\ We think that the men of the A. E. F. have done 
enough for their generation. The prospects which 

- congress wishes to make their prospects should lie 
n the future,*if they lie anywhere, of the younger | 
men of the nation.

PUBLIC RIGHT IN ESSENTIAL 


INDUSTRY. 
The railroad brotherhoods are against the pro- 


hibition of strikes. 

They are now opposed to provisions for public 
arbitration of differences. 

That is, they are for fighting out their de- 
mands regardless of the public. 

Can we draw any other conclusion? The pro- 
vision of the Cummins bill ‘to make strikes on 
railroads unlawful has been dropped. The brother- 
hoods were so much opposed to # that threats 
were heard that a general strike would be called if 
congress passed the Cummins provision. Yet now 
that it has been given up and alternative pro- 
visions made for public adjudication before a tri- 
bunal composed of representatives of the employés, 
management, and the public, the brotherhoods still 
oppose. 

Does organized labor on the railroads recognize 
that the public has any right to protection or rep- 
resentation in disputes? Do the brotherhoods in- 
sist that whatever differences arise between em- 
ployés and employers must be negotiated or fought 
Out without reference to the public’s interest or 
safety? 

We hope a more reasonable and public spirited 
conception of the relations of railroad service to 
the public will prevail. But if it does not, we see 
no way out of a decisive struggle between the pub- 
lic and the brotherhoods on this issue. The strike 
is not a legitimate method of adjustment in an 
industry the continuous operation of which is 
essential not merely to the public prosperity but 
to public health and even life. It ought to be 
deciared unlawful. But if for the sake of the 
susceptibilities and fears of organized labor, it is 
not explicitly outlawed, there should be no failure 
to provide a method of arbitration which shall in- 
clude representation of the public and which shall 
gather to itself such moral support of public opin- 
ion that the strike need not and will not be inflicted | 
upon the country. | 

The American people have a right to create ade- 
quate self-protection from the disaster of industria] 
warfare in essential industry. Organized labor 
cannot afford to put itself in the position of deny- 
ing that right. 


IMMIGRATION. 
Reports on immigration show a slight increase 
over 1918, suggesting that the tide has turned back 
to our shores, though as yet very weakly. 
In the ten years previous to 1914 immigration 
averaged a million a year. Year before last showed 
a net immigration of 18,000, last year 20,000, 
‘The real significance of the present situation 
lies, however, in the character or source of immi- 
gration. Except for a 24,000 net gain from Mexico, 
the largest gains are from northern Europe, Eng.- 
land showing 30,000 net gain, France 20,000, Scot- 
land 13,000, and Ireland 8,000. 
South Italy, on the other hand, shows a decrease 
of 68,000. 
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18,000 laborers entered, while 74,000 departed. | 
However, if the present proportions are retained, 
the political gain will be considerable, since the 
increases are from countries allied to us in race, 
custom, and law. Assimilation of immigrants from 
northern European countries is easier and speedier, 
and this is a consideration wé are not now in a 
mood to overlook. | 

On the other hand, the labor shortage is produc- 
ing serious consequences and constitutes the chief 
factor in our problem of reconstruction, At the 
moment relief does not appear to be near.

The answer is no. Can a com- 
munity very greatly lower its conta- 
gious disease rate by maintaining a con- 
tagious disease hospital? Again the an- 
swer is no. Then why have one? The 
answer to all three of these questions is 
furnished by Dr. D. L. Richardson of 
the Providence City hospital, and no one 
in the country is regarded as a better 
authority on contagious disease control. 

He says every community should have 
a contagious disease hospital even 
though the answer to the first two ques- 
tion® is no. Such a hospital is needed 
to care for people living in hotels, board- 
ing houses and tenements. The death 
rate is lowered by the operation of such 
a hospital. The severe cases can be bet- 
ter cared for. Severe epidemics are pre- 
vented, 


If there is a large foreign language pop- 
ulation a contagious disease hospital is 
a necessity. Among this section of the 
population a red contagious disease 
warning card serves to advertise the ill- 


the number of visitors. ; 
‘Where there is contagion in the house- 
hold of a milkman or grocer it is highly 
advantageous that the sick person be 
taken to a contagious disease hospital. 
Hospital isolation is of very great serv- 
ice in the early stages of an epidemic. 
After the community has been saturated 
with a given form of contagion, the ad- 
vantage of having a contagious disease 
hospital fs about limited to the better 
care which certain sick will get and the. 
better protection of certain businesses, 
Dr. Richardson has no hesitation in ad- 
vocating contagious disease hospitals, 
even though they cannot do all that was 
claimed for them.. |

You can buy the common salt in the 
grocery store, the calcium chloride in the 
drug store, and a tube of carbonic from the 
manufacturers. If necessary you can make 
carbonic acid from bicarbonate of soda and 
muriatic acid. I suggest that you go to 
the library and read a book on the Nauheim 
or Schott method.

He slept in the truck by 
the roadside or in shell holes with the 
“doughboys.” His devotion to the serv- 
ice of the men in the fighting line shall 
never be forgotten. He is respected and 
loved by all Officers and men who came 
in contact with him. i

technical Knockout. 

Weighing In Dispensed With. 

Under an agreement with both box- 
ers, Wilde and Russell did not weigh 
in officially before the réferee called 
them to the ring. The agreement con- 
tained the conditions that both tip the 
scales no higher than 116 pounds. Un- 
Officially it was whispered about’ the 
arena that Russell had weighed. 115 
pounds and Wilde 106%. 

Wide started in the first round by 
a whirlwind display of fists that must 
have looked a thousand strogg as they 
whizzea against Russell’s nose, ears, 
and mouth. By the second session Rus-

LAWYER DOUBLES
